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Chapter 1 
Introduction 


The School Education Department ,Govt of West Bengal desired that State Council of Educational 
Research and Training, Govt of West Bengal[ SCERT(WB)] should study the report and methodology 

of the Annaul Status of Education Report (Rural) -2007 [ASER '07], a study conducted by PRATHAM, 

and make a verification study in respect of the districts of Purulia & Jalpaiguri.The verification study of 
ASER 2007 in the districts of Jalpaiguri & Purulia is aimed at determining pupil achievement in Language 
and Arithmetic through Achievement Tests on students of class Ш and to assess the number of out-of- 

school children in these districts. 


1.1 Objectives: 


The objectives in this study were: 

(i) To assess the achievement in Language and Arithmetic of children studying in Class III in Jalpaiguri 
and Purulia. 

(i) T assess the percentage of out-of-school children in the age group of 6-14 years in Jalpaiguri & 
Purulia 

(iii) ^ To compare the outcome of survey results by SCERT (WB) with those of ASER' 07 in respect of 
the districts of Purulia & Jalpaiguri. 


1.2 Methodology: 
(i) Literature Review and Meeting with ASER team: 


SCERT (WB) held two focus group discussions with the representatives from PRATHAM, the first one 
was held on 27.06.08 with Sri Sanjib Kundu, and the second one was held on 7.7.08 with Dr. Rukmini 
Banerjee, Sri Sanjib Kundu and Smt. Rashmi Jha. Apart from these, several informal meetings with 
PRATHAM representatives took place intermittently. 


It has been found that ASER 2007 (and the previous two ASER '05 & 06 as well) were conducted 
by visiting the household (HH), identifying child / children to be surveyed and then by gathering 
information from the child or from other domestic sources. [Page 13-15, ASER (Rural) 2007, Provisional, 
Jan 16, 2008]. Achievements of children were recorded in household set-up. It was revealed in the 
meetings with PRATHAM representatives, that the learner's achievements in his / her school set-up is 
required. So SCERT took up its study of verification of ASER'07 by studying the achievement of learners 
in the school set up in Class Ш, this class being the mid point of the primary classes (I to V). 
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The text of ASER (Rural) 2007 (Provisional), brought out in 16th January 2008 was studied 
along with the Bengali version of Pratham's state specific report on West Bengal (14th June, 2008) and 
the literatures / short reports / synopsis on ASER' 2007 that representatives of Pratham shared with 
SCERT (WB) in several meetings / focus group discussions. Further in the meetings with Pratham 
representatives, SCERT asked for a list of the sample drawn in ASER in the districts of Jalpaiguri and 
Purulia, but Pratham was not able to share their sample list with SCERT (WB). So SCERT planne: its 


own sampling as described in the following section. 
(ii) Sampling Procedure: 


A representative sample of 30 Gram Panchayet (G.B in each of the two districts had be n 
selected using simple random sampling (SRS). One government/government-aided school had bc >п 
selected using SRS in each GPTen students of class III had been selected using SRS on whom the tes 3 
were to be administered. 


To find out the number of out of school children in both the districts, information were soug it 
from the Child Register with the village education committee (VEC) which is located in the same Gram 
Sansad where the sampled school is located. 


Ло sum up, this study was conducted on a total 587 children from class III of 60 schools -30 ea: h 
form Jalpaiguri & Purulia district. In addition, responses were recorded form 30 VEC members of ea h 
district. 


(iii) Description of Tool: 

There were two tools (copy provided as Annexure I) used in this survey: - 
a) Achievement test booklet for Class III on Language & Arithmetic 
b) Village Education Committee Questionnaire (VECQ) 


The first tool was developed adapting standard tools developed by NECRT for its Mid rm 
Achievement survey, 2007. This tool contains 50 test items-25 belonging to Language and the other 25 
belonging to Arithmetic, each carrying 1 mark .The test paper was of 1 hour 30 minute duration. The 
competencies of Class III, in both Language and Arithmetic, were kept in view, for designing this tool. 
The text passage in this tool used for item no 21 to 25 was also used in testing the Reading ability 
comprehension of each child. The responses have been recorded in the response sheet designed by 
SCERT(WB). Reading ability & comprehension was captured and Surveyors have marked children 
according to their performances in either level-1, level-2 or level-3 as stated below: 


Can Read Fluently-1 
Can Read Haltingly-2 
Can Not Read - 3 


The other tool (VECQ) was developed adapting from the tools used in a previous study of 
SCERT on Jalpaiguri. This tool has recorded the data from the VEC; the data on the different types and 
number of schools in the region under the VEC; the data on number of children between 6to 14 years 


of age, and finally, the data on of school children in that VEC. 


(ivy Data collection: 

The Principal/Officer-in-Charge of respective DIET in Jalpaiguri and Purulia acted as the District 
Coordinators. They selected the Field Investigators (FI) in their respective districts for this survey. The 
District Coordinators had the overall responsibilities to: 


a) Select the sample G.Es through SRS. 
b) Identify and engage the H.s. 
c) Organize Orientation Programme for Н. in respective DIEB. 
d) Conduct survey in the respective districts through Fs. 

) Scrutinize the tabulated Response Sheet as submitted by H.s. 
f) Submit the filled in tools to SCERT (WB). 


SCERT (WB) conducted the orientation programmes for H.s at DIET Purulia on 20.10.2008 
and at DIET Jalpaiguri on 24.10.2008.The roles and functions of field investigators were noted as: 


a) То attend and comprehend the orientation on survey process. 

b) T collect list of selected schools and VECs form District Coordinators. 

c) Т ensure that the survey proceed in appropriate manner by informing the Heads of schools 
regarding the purpose of visit well ahead of the date of survey. 

d) Т collect, fill in, check and submit the Achievement Test sheet, VEC Questionnaire and response 
sheets to the respective District Coordinators. 


SCERT (WB) liaised with the DSE, GoWB and informed through the DSE to both Dls of Purulia 
and Jalpaiguri, regarding the survey and ће 015 were asked to extend their cooperation in the study. 


The fund for the survey as sought by SECRT (WB) reached form School Education Department, 
Govt. of West Bengal on October '08. The survey in the two districts were conducted during the month 
of November, 2008. 

The completed tools and filled in Response Sheet was obtained in soft copy from the two DIETS 


in December'08 


v) Data analysis. 


SCERT (WB) developed tables, keeping in view the objectives of the study, which will reveal the 
achievement of student, category wise, in different competencies. These data have been recorded 
under performance of District 1 (i.e.Jalpaiguri) and District 2 (i.e. Purulia) and overall (weighted average 
of District 1 and District 2 ). The detail of analysis will follow in the forthcoming chapters of this report. 
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Chapter 2 
PROLOGUE 


2.1 Profile of the Districts of West Bengal surveyed in the study conducted by SCERT 
(WB) 


The districts of Jalpaiguri and Purulia have been surveyed in the verification study of SCERT (WE in 
our state.

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CHAPTER 6 


A Brief Description of ASER 2007 in Respect of Districts Jalpaiguri & 
Purulia in West Bengal 


6.1 Introduction 


Pratham Resouce Centre, an NGO, brought out its third All India Annual Status of Education Report 
(Rural) 2007 (Provisional) in Jan 2008.As reported, the purpose of ASER 2007 in rural areas is twofold: 


i) To get reliable estimates of the status of children's schooling and basic learning (Reading and 
Arithmetic level) at the district level and, 


ii) To measure the change in these basic learning and schools statistics from last year. 


In India 30 states have been surveyed under ASER 2007, in which 567 districts, 16054 villages and 
319239 households were surveyed. In ASER'07, 720397 children were surveyed. In West Bengal, 17 
districts, 487 villages and 9842 households were surveyed in ASER 2007. In the age group of 6-14 
years, 13959 children have been surveyed in West Bengal. 


In ASER 2007, the district wise distribution of percentage of out-of-school children aged 6-14 
years has been shown to be below 2095 (ASER (Rural), 2007, (Provisional), page (iii) нп Purulia 
district. The district-wise distribution of percentage of standard I and II children, who can read letter or 
more has been shown below 55% in the district of Jalpaiguri ((ASER (Rural) 2007 Report Provisional, 
page (iii) }. 


6.2 Sampling procedure 


In this survey 600 households and 30 villages in each district of West Bengal has been surveyed by 
using the Probability Proportional to Size (PPS) sampling method. 30 villages were randomly selected 
using the village directory of the 2001 census as the sample frame of which10 were from ASER 2005, 
10 from ASER 2006, 10 were newly selected in ASER 2007. 20 households from each village were 
randomly selected from complete house list of the selected village. 


The field investigators were asked to divide the village into four parts. In each of the four parts, 
investigators were asked to start at a central location and pick every 5th household in a circular fashion 
till 5 households were selected. In each selected household all children in the age group of 6-14 were 
tested ((ASER 2007 report (Provisional) January, 2008 Page 242-244)}. 
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6.3 Description of Tools : 


There were three subject area tested by PRATHAM's ASER 2007 viz. Vernacular, Arithmetic and English. 
In vernacular test, competencies was divided into four sections : 


(1) P identify the letters 

(2) To read words 

(3) T read paragraph 

(4) To read story

The ASER, 2008 as published in January 2009 provide a scenario of Enrolment and Achievement 
(Reading and Arithmetic) of children in age group 6-14 in the country. Household survey was conducted 
in 17 districts in West Bengal, some villages in the state were visited by the surveyors for collecting in 
data in ASER, 2008, as was done in ASER '05 '06 & '07. 


The ASER 2008 attempts to find an answer to the question "Is the Education system in India working ” 
Subsequently italso questions the efficacy of ASER tools and technique. It draws a comparison of ti ও 
ASER, 2007 with the observation of NCEREMAS'07 and finds the observations in both the study a) : 
more or less comparable.

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7.22 Conclusions 


a) Itis observed that the percentages of out of school children as obtained by SCERT in November 
2008 and those obtained in ASER 2007 is in full agreement. 


b) Comparison of attainment of different competencies in Arithmetic for children in class Ш in 
Jalpaiguri and Purulia as obtained in SCERT survey with those in ASER 2007 report ir: ісаіеѕ 
that the achievement levels in Jalpaiguri is lower than those in Purulia. However, the ASER 
2007 report shows a better level of achievement in Jalpaiguri compared to Purulia. 


c) The ASER 2007 report has attempted to capture reading abilities of children in the ho: :ehold 
settings. Similar techniques were used by SCERT to capture reading abilities of chi теп in 
school during achievement test, the performances being measured at three different | vels. It 
may be worthy to mention that the overall performance in both the districts were far bc or than 
those depicted in ASER 2007 report. Moreover, students of Purulia have faired sign’ icantly 
better than those of Jalpaiguri. The ASER report, however, presents a better Picture in Jal; 11000. 


d) The tools used in the ASER 2007 study were not used in the study conducted by SCER The 
competencies measured in the achievement test conducted by SCERT were those adapted 
from the Mid-term Achievement Test carried out by NCERT Hence the competencies measured 
in both the studies were not found to be comparable, more so in the area of language. 


7.23 Scope for Further Studies 


In the present study of SCERT (WB) it is found that the performances of Purulia district in achieve. ient 
in almost all categories have been higher than that of Jalpaiguri district. The reason(s) of that, how. ver, 
is not evident from the findings of this study. Further study in this area may be taken up to 1101 
information on the reasons for the difference observed. It may also be noted that the achievemen ; of 
children belonging to General/SC/ST/OBC/Minorities in Purulia (as evident from Tables 3.1 & 4. of 
our report) have been better compared to the achievements of the same groups in Jalpaiguri.
